With ten bodies recovered', and iden-I 
tified, .rescue parties renetved today J 
their efforts .to 'force the. big Cross 
Mountain mine to give up-its dead. 
Having- fought their.-way three miles 
Into the mountaln.:and beyond most of 
the cross entrances, members of the 
rescue cre"w expect to stumble onto 
corpse-strewn chamb'ers at any hour. 


Discovery of the first body this 


morning .came at 10 o'clock, -whenv a' 
dead' miner was .found in a sitting 
•position in one of the, inner chambers. 
He was.Andrew Jo.hnspn. . Indications 
were that he had been a .victim of 
black damp. ' It is believed now that 
any men who might'have escaped' the 
fury- of •,the explosion were, suffocated 
by the:,gases..' A local Red Cross camp 
began work for the;.relief of .the suf- 
fering this forenoon. .It is ; estimated 
the explosion rendered ..fifty-six wo- 
men .widows and--made 164 children 
orphans. .

That, they are. a.,hundred or more 
dead men remaining in the mine.there 
is no doubt. All hope .of rescuing ans 
of the . scores who went to their toil 
Saturday morning Bas . been aban- 
doned. 
The discovery late last night .of 
eight more bodies .prompted crowds 


to gather at the death cavern. "Weep- 
ing wives, made widows by the dis- 
aster in the mines, came to the sliaft 
entrance in scores. In a warehouse, 
but" a short step from the mine en-- 
trance, great-numbers of-coffins are 
waiting for. their occupants. 


Of the eight bodies discovered last 
night, three were sitting bolt upright 
in. a: mine car,- while the bodies of 
five others were lying on the ground. 
Death ^came by-.an explosion of ,dust. 
Charles Kesterson, whose body was 


among, the first discovered, .was found 
at the •.telephone in. the mine by.the 
rescuing.crew. .Evidently he had been 
trying to" telephone news of the blast 
to the off ice'when he .was struck by 
"falling .debris. His skull was crushed. 


Twp . additional bodies were recov- 
ered late today. ; They are those of 
Albert -Rowland and Eugene Peters. 
This brings the total to nineteen 
bodies.:

The squad comprised Dr.

^'he annual report' of Postmaster-general 
Hitchcock, for the first time since 1883 
tho annual financial statement of the de- 
partment shows a surplus instead of a

The revenues for the,fiscal year 


eVded June 30, 1911, amounted to $237,8^9- 
£23.60 and the expenditures to?237,660,705.- 
48; leaving a surplus of $219,118.12. 
At 


tho beginning of the present administration 
In 1909 the postal service was In arrears 
10 the extent-of 517,479,770.47, which was 
decidedly the largest deficit on record. In 
the brief space of two years this deficit 
has been changed into .a substantial sur- 
plus.

The wiping .out ot the deficit has been 


accomplished without curtailment of pos- 
tal facilities. 
On the- contrary, impor- 


tant extensions have been made in every 
branch of the service. Since the opening

POSTAL SAVINGS SYSTEM. 


An important event of tho year was the 


successful organization of .the .postal sav- 
ings system. On January 3, 1911, .deposi- 
taries were opened experimentally at a 
single postofflce in each one of the forty- 
eight states and territories- After a care- 
'iul test for four months at these offices 
the system was rapidly extended and now 
comprises practically all of the 7600 presi- 
dential postoffices. Preparations are being 
made to establish the system also In about 
40,000 fourth-class offices that do a money 
order business.

The Postmaster-general hopes ttiat con- 


gress will promptly authorize the estab- 
lishment of a parcels post. Tho benefits 
of this service are widely enjoyed by the 
•people of foreign countries and should be 
provided in the United States. 
The de- 


partment not only renews its recommenda- 
tion of last year for legislative authority 
•to start a parcels post on rural routes, but 
asks a similar authorization for the in- 
troduction of such a service In cities and 
towns having delivery by carrier. 


CRUSADE AGAINST FRAUD. 


The department's crusade against the 


fraudulent use, of. the mails, begun in 1910, 
has been aggressively continued.

and the lopping of expenditures for con- 
struction at army posts, -which Verb once 
important, but have now become useless 
for military purposes and are kept for 
reasons of politics or local convenience.

Conditions So Muddled Now 


That Interference Would 


Be Dangerous. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Tile Railroad 


Securities Commission, headed by Presi- 
dent Arthur T. Hadley of Tale, has re- 
ported that It would be practically Im- 
possible at this time to place Issues of 
railroad securities under federal control. 
The commission recommends that en- 
forced publicity for all railroad financing 
Is the most effective weapon against stock 
watering which tho government has at 
its command. 


A distinguished group of Investigators 


was named by President Taft to co-op- 
erate with Professor Hadley. They were 
Frederick N. Judson of St. Louis, Fred- 
erick Strauss of New Tork, Walter 
Fisher, Secretary of tho Interior, and 
Balthsar H. Meyor, a member of.the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 


The commission was created in 1310, 


•when the Senate refused to accept a 
House amendment to the pending rail- 
road bill, 'providing that all future Jssaes 
of stocks, railroad securities be placed 
•under the control of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Many of the Senate 
Democrats opposed it as an invasion of 
«tates' rights. President Taft at the time 
'told Republican leaders that the party 
was committed to such a measure, but 


;when It appeared impossible to pass it, 
;th» President agreed to have the clause 
eliminated, with the understanding that 
a commission to »tndy the subject "would 
tie allowed. This was done and the com- 
mission began work In the autumn of 
19W.)

The commission's report la distinctly 


mdverse to the legislation proposed In the 
railroad bill. 
President Taft-in transmitting the re- 


port to Congress today, declared that ho 
heartily concurred In the recommenda- 
tions.

Somebody in .the Legislature, apparently, with, a prejudice 


against useless things and ftoo many government frills, proposes to 
•abolish the State Board of Accountants. Until this proposal.was 
.jmblished probably nine-tenths of the people of California were 
unaware of the existence of such an institution' as the State Board 
of Accountants.

No reasonable excuse has been offered for its creation, and the 


legitimate affairs of government can be simplified and . probably 
some money will be saved the taxpayers by abolishing it. 
We 


don't know whether it costs anything, but'it would, never have been 
created if somebody did not derive an advantage from it. 'As a rule 
all such institutions have their origin in the personal schemes of 
some individual or group of individuals. 


California has had a surfeit of absurd commissions, a number of 


which have been abolished. 
There was the ridiculous board of 


Barbers' Examiners and the. equally absurd Superintendent of 
Ramie Culture. They were both about as useful as a tick.ori a dog's 
•tail. There never was any ramie industry in California, .so a'sal- 
aried officer was provided to superintend something .that, did not 
exist. But all the really7 valuable industries in this State'have been 
brought into existence by private enterprise, without the. assistance 
of some job-chasing politician.

For many years the State made appropriations for the State 


Board of Silk Culture, which promptly gave up. the'ghost1 when the 
appropriation was withdrawn, but one will search -in vain for the 
fruit of this organization's labors. The defunct Board of. Silk Cul- 
ture originated in a sentimental and poetical notion that a silk in- 
dustry could be created and made profitable by club meetings and 
newspaper articles relating.to the extent of silk production in Italy, 
China, Japan and France. But the great economic truth that -silk 
is grown by the cheapest labor on earth was overlooked; also the 
vulgar fact that it was profitable to grow potatoes, beans -and tur- 
nips in this State without government encouragement and unprofit- 
able to produce silk, with it. *

So the silk board was allowed to starve a virtuous death, and 


after some years of fruitless jollying•• the Superintendent of Ramie 
Culture was cut off the payroll and told to earn an honest living. 


But the mania for creating foolish and useless boards still raged. 


It gave us the Board -of Barbers' Examiners and the Board of Ac- 
countants. Neither of which is more useful1 than a kink in a pig's 
tail and hardly less ornamental. All such excrescences on' political 
administration should be summarily abolished.

Yesterday was a superbly beautiful day, but. .it has a .long list 


of bloody automobile accidents to its credit. No, less than five were 
reported around the bay, only one of which appears to have'been a 
genuine accident.. On the • Sloat boulevard an Italian vegetable 
peddler was run down and killed by a chauffeur who said he was 
going at a very "moderate rate of speed." That's it. The motor 
car is always going slow when somebody is run over and "killed or 
mangled. When will drivers of vegetable wagons and•,pushers of 
baby carts quit running.recklessly into automobiles? The ferocity, 
with which rabbits attack dogs, has. .occasioned universal astonish- 
ment, but the reckless folly of the rabbit is not to be compared to 
the desperate fury with which old men, women and children.try.:to.

Australia's navy at last is a reality. 


The first vessel of the fleet was launched 
during: the latter part of 
October 
at 


Clydebanh. 
It is the first ,,unit' of 12 


ships 
recommended by Admiral 
Hen- 


derson for 'the Commonwealth fleet. 


The new vessel, named the ' Australia, 


is an armored cruiser of the Dreadnought 
design and the Indefatigable class. She 
Is 678 feet in length and has 
a dis- 


placement of 39.200 tons. 
Her primary 


armament consists of eight 12-Inch guns. 
At normal draught her speed should be 
26 knots.

The Australia will go Into commission 


as flagship of the.. Australian Ilvlslnn of 
the fleet.' The ship presented to Ene- 
land by the New Zealanders will go "Jt 
about the same time as the flagship of 
the division In China waters. 
The ad- 


miralty is pledged to supply a third ship 
of the same class ag flagship of the di- 
vision on the East India station. 


These three divisions will go to make 


up what already has been officially des- 
ignated by the admiralty as the Eastern 
fleet.

The awards of the boys' corn clubs have all been made, and the 


prizes .all given'but. Some 60,000 boys in the Southern States en- 
gaged in the rivalry as to who could grow the greatest amo.unt of 
corn on an acre of ground. The results achieved bear wonderful 
testimony to the success of-stimulated youthful interest in agricul- 
ture. It is sbmethihg worth -while/to enlist such a number of boys 
in such:a competition. Each contestant was confined to a single 
acre of ground and was.required to submit a detailed report of the 
amount of .fertilizer he used, the cost of producing his crop and" the 
methods employed in cultivation. 
Each boy was: required to per- 


form all the work of-tilling his acre Himself. • 
• 


An astonishing.-showing was made. The 100 first prize winners 


averaged a fraction over 133 bushels of corn per acre. The average 
yield throughout, the .United States is under thirty bushels: per'acre.. 
But the boys produced corn of a better quality-'thari was grown i-n 
the adjacent fields. , They not only increased the'yield" enormously, 
but they increasfed the quality of the product^ ..and have taught their 
elders some valuable lessons: in fertilization and tillage. 


But-the boy'"who accomplished the most remarkable and meri- 


torious results.tinder the greatest -handicaps was not a .prize-winneis 
What he did, however, entitles him to a rnedal for "his pluck,-per- 
sistence and Industry. He was .a poor Arkansas lad, whose father 
scoffed at college farming and derided the .boyV desire to'enter 'the 
corn club competition. His land was poor and rocky and he did not' 
believe corn could be grown on it to advantage. -He finally gave 
the boy permission to make a'try on an acre of stony'hillside land,! 
but -would not permit him to use a mule or a horse to-plow it, nor 
let him have ,a wagon to haul manure. • The lad plowed the land- 
•with, a goat; H"e,'hauled the stones off in a'hand,.sled,; and he.packed 
manure'on'his back to fertilize his crop. ' It took grit and.perseyer-- 
ance to do -all. triat.

Mark the outcome.. The boy raised ,88 bushels of corn on his 


acre of waste-land; 'His father never raised more than half that on 
the best acre of his farm.. It is a pleasure to record that the plucky 
lad was awarded a special prize. 
. 


But that little fellow has done something better than raise a 


good crop of corn on >an_acre of poor land; he has conquered doubts, 
mastered difficulties, and proved his confidence in himself. He 
taught himself a lesson of great value, shown that even ;in. his hard 
narrow circumstances courage, industry and persistence, have their 
rewards. His: victory o.ver-a sterile soil and the prejudices of an 
ignorant father is a moral triumph. He is not likely to fail here-, 
after.

Not long ago I visited the class-room 


of a new teacher at Tuskegee, who was 
conducting a class in measurements^ This 
teacher had Insisted that each.member of 
the ..class- should, commit -to. memory, the 
tables of measurement, and when. I came 
In they-were.: recltingv'jslrigysongi.^somer 
thing that' sounded'like1 ahsort.'of litany 
composed of feet, yards, rooX acres, /gills," 
pints, quarts, ounces, pounds "and the rest. 
I looked on,at 'this proceeding for a few 
minutes; then a,, happy thought' occurred 
to me'and I asked the teacher-to. let me 
take the class, in hand. I began by ask- 
ing if any one in the class had ever meas- 
ured the class-room in which they were 
sitting. There was a dumb silence. Then 
I asked If any one had ever marked off 
an acre of actual land, liad ever meas- 
ured a gill of water, or had ever weighed 
an ounce or. .pond of sugnff. 
' Not one 


band was raised • In reply. 


Then I told thej teacher ,that I -wonld 


like to take-charge of the1 class for a few 
days. 
Before the week. was'.over^I had 


seen, to It that every menXber of the class 
had supplied himself with a (1ru!e or a 
measure of some sort. "Under my direc- 
tion the students" measnred.the class-room 
and fonna what lt-.TTOtuo% 


From the. class-room we went to a. part 


of the farm where the students were en- 
gaged In planting sweet potatoes. Soon 
we had an acre of sweet potatoes meas- 
,urod-off. VWe computed the number of 
bushels raised on that^acre and calculated 
the cost and profit of {raising them.^ •:' ' / . 
A Before . the .week - iras -over the- whole 
class had been through the boarding de- 
partment, where they haol an opportunity 
to weigh actual sugar. From the stew- 
ard we obtained some Interesting figures 
as to how much sugar was used a day;, 
then we computed how much was" used 
by each student. We went to the farm 
again and weighed .a live pig, and I. had 
the class find out the selling price of 
pork on .that particular day, .not in Chi- 
cago but In Alabama. I had them-cal- 
culate the amount that—not an Imaginary 
pig or a pig In Chicago—the pig that they 
had weighed -would bring- that day la the 
local market. It took some time to go 
all through .these. operations, but I think 
that.lt paid to do so.. Besides, It was fun. 
It was fun for me and it .was! a great deal 
more fun for the students. .Incidentally; 
the teacher got an awakening anil learned 
a lesson that I dare say TIB basTnever for- 
gotten.—Boofcer -T.

whether 
Waldron had been induced to escape-. 
Attorney Walsh for the defense said 
he'would ask that elisors be appointed

a mistrial, Judge Porterfield said .that 
would depend upon Waldron's course 
durThg his period of liberty, should 
he be captured. 


DOMESTIC TROUBLE.

To keep his roommate arid fellow 
juror, G. W. Palmer, from upsetting 
his plans Waldron constructed a dum- 
my man of bed quilts and slipped it 
into his . place in the bed. He then 
removed a staple from the transom 
of the door and climbed over. When 
Palmer arose this morning he nudged 
his dummy bedfejlow to arouse him 
and then spread the alarm. 
Judge Porterfield announced this 
afternoon that If Waldron is not found 
by tomorrow night he would discharge 
the entire jury.

BERKELEY. Dec. 11.— First Christian 


Church of this city Is the second con- 
gregation in California to take a step 
away from a dogmatic portion of the so- 
ciety's creed—that which 
provides .for 


baptism by immersion of a prospective 
member before he is taken Into the 
church. 


Tiie liberal movement began here yes- 
terday, when Rev. H. J. Loken, pastor 
of (lie church on Dana street, at Ban- 
croft way, announced to Ms Hock that 
an educational campaign in connection 
with the Issue would continue for three 
weeks, during which he would deliver 
aermons bearing on the question. 


The enter-ing wedge was the" applica- 


tion of nearly a half dozen workers In 
the church who had been baptized hut 
not immersed in other denominations, and 
who wished to obtain full membership in 
the Christian church. 


Their objections to complete Immer- 


sion caused the pastor, to .whom thay 
appealed, to consider retention of the sub- 
stance of the church's belief while mak- 
ing a concession In the matter of eccles- 
iastical form. 


He told his 
congregation 
yesterday 


morning that tho church had no right 
to refuse others whom they recognized as 
eligible in reality, but who are at pres- 
ent barred by a consideration of form. 


Klders and other members will con- 


sider the question at a midweek service 
"Wednesday evening, and at similar gath- 
erings during the next few weeks, until 
a complete expression of the congrega- 
tion Is obtained. 
A vote will then be 
taken. 
BERKELEY CHURCH PROGRESSIVE. 


Rev. 
Loken declared 
today 
that he 


would not have undertaken so radical a 
rliangs in a less progressive organization 
than the Berkeley church. 


"The movement is not altogether revo- 


lutionary," ho said. "Eliminating im- 
mersion IB simply a. restoration of the 
original meaning of baptism in our church 
without tho form.

National Irrigation Commission created 
by the Congress.of the United .States by 
Senate Bill No. 1584. which waa passed 
and approved on the 3d of March. 1873. 
This first act of the Congress of\the 
United States .in favor of national irriga- 
tion was drafted by Ex-Senator Cornelius 
Cole, reported on favorably by Senator 
Eugene .Casserly, chairman of the com- 
mittee on public lands, and Introduced 
in the Senate by the late Ex-Senator 
William Stewart of Nevada. 
This first 


National Irrigation Commission was ap- 
pointed to examine and report to Con- 
gress on the best system of'irrigation for 
the great valley of California.. 


"The. commissioners were Col. B. S. 


Alexander.-, Major Geo. H. Mendall, U., S. 
A., and Prof. Geo. Davidson, u. S. C. S 
Their report, dated February, 1874, was 
submitted to Congress by President Grant
